EFORE I proceed to eat of the 
5 Prerogatives, it ſeems not altogether 
improper to give the Reader ſome 


Account of the Name and Title of as. : 
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| have alſo the Attribute of Majeſty, and the 
; Addition, Dei gratia (by the Grace of God), 
in the Expreſſions of their Names. The 


Queen-Wife of England alſo hath of later 
Time (as the Kings) ſuperſeribed their 


Names over their Warrants or Letters of 


public Direction or Command; although in 
the Time of Henry VIII. the Faſhion was, 


that the Queens wrote their Names on the 


left Side of the firſt Line of ſuch Letters or 


Warrants, and not over it, as the Kings do. 
This appears in their Letters and Warrants 
extant of that Time. Byt, by the Way, here 
it may not be untimely to note, as a Corol- 
lary to this Place touching our Name of 
Queen (eſpecially to ſuch as are pleaſed with 
the Origination of Words) that howſoever 
FNeyne, Reyna, Regina, and CUNINGiNE, be 
but Words varied by the Sex from Roy, Rey, 


Rex, or ConNins ; yet our Word Queen, 


which denotes the ſame, is from another 


Kind of Original, and of its own Nature fig- 


nifies that Habitude which is betwixt her 
and the King; as they are Huſband and Wife, 


rather than Supremacy of Power or Place; 


A altho' the Uſe of the Word now hath made 
it t clearly applicable to > Queens alſo, that are

ſole and ſupreme in Government. For if it 
were derived into Engliſb from the Saxon 
Cyning or Cyng, whence our Word King is 
made, it would follow that then the Saxon 
muſt have had (by ſuch Analogy as the 
| Dutch uſe) Cyningine, or the like for Queen, 
But the Saxons, from whence our Engliſh 
comes, ſtiled a Queen, in the antienteſt | 
Times, Gwen, or Cpen, which is but the 


| ſame Word as Queen, the doubling of the 


Vowels being but of later Uſe. The Word 
occurs for regina in Alfricus* his Saxon 
Grammar. And in the old Saxon Text of 
St. Luke, we read, Sus dæley Cpen apipe on 
dome, that is, the Cwen or Queen of the 
South ſhall ariſe in Judgment. And in the 
old Saxon or Dutch, Qyen or Queen ſignified 
a Wife, as it is noted in a Collection of ſome 
Eſſays of the Tongues of the Northern Parts 
of Germany, publiſhed, and as I conceive, 
| compoſed by that moſt learned Bonaventure | 
| Pulcanius: And Czpapep. Cpen occurs for the 
Empreſs, in ſome old Saxon Homily touching 
the Empreſs Helen, Wife to Cunſtantius, and 
Cpen pugel is a Female Bird, as Mr. Foſcelin,

itſelf nothing but a Servant or Miniſter, (as 
the Uſe of it is at this Day in the Dutch, and 
was antiently in our old Saxon) yet is now 
reſtrained with us to thoſe which are honour_ 
ed with the Note of being choſen out, as moſt | 
eſpecial Servants or Miniſters of the Prince 
and State for their Abilities, or the Hope at 


leaſt conceived of their Abilities, in the Wars; | 


ſoguen, ſignifying originally a Wife or Female

being.once fixed in this Signification, and 
made convertible with regina (Veen) might 
be thence transferred afterward to the De- 
notation of ſuch Women as had ſole Go- 
vernment and Supremacy, without any Re- 
lation to a King or Huſpand. This is the 
rather likely too; becauſe cuen, and quens or 
cuenx, which are the ſame, occur ſo fre- 
quently in the old French (which was mix- 
ed much with the old Dutch); for comes, 
(Earl ) as it denotes a Count, or compagnon 
or conſors; it being obvious to find conſors 
Augusti, (Confort of Auguſtus) and con- 
fors noftra (our Conſort) for the Empreſſes, 
and la compagne de noſire Seigneur le Roy, 
(our Lord the King's Companion) in our 
1 Laws, for the King's Wife or the Queen; ;

ter of Ofa King of Mercland, and Queen to 


Boerthric or Brithricking of the Weſt Saxons, 
were not ſtiled Queens or Reginæ, but only 


the Kings Wives; neither might they fit in 
State with the Kings. This firſt proceeded 
from the wicked Inſolencies of that Ead- 
 burgh, (ſhe was married to King Boerthric 
in the Year 787, and he reigned to the Year 
| 809), who by profeſſing herſelf to oppoſe 


all that the King loved, and uſing moſt fre- 
quent Accuſations againſt his Subjects, with 
daily Plottings of the Ruins of their Lives 


or Fortunes, and at length alſo poiſoning - 
the King himſelf, drew ſo extreme Hate 
upon the Name of Queen, that from his 
Time, the Law was, that the Wife of the 
King of Weſt Saxons ſhould be denied the 
Appellation and Honour of a Queen. So ex-
